ia [he Ministry, on its establishment, took 
ymmediate steps to form at the University 
a department of agricultural chemistry to 
deal with the peony - of animal nutrition, 
coils and fertilisers, and a rtment of 
ag icultural botany vo deal with seeds and 
plant diseases. Subsequently a plant-breedi 
station Was inaugurated at Stormont, an 
more recently an animal diseases 
tation, which is concerned with investigati 
diseases and ailments of farm. stock. 
These two departments have been linked up 
through the Faculty of Agriculture with the 
work of the University. 
VARIOUS ACTIVITIES. 

The party was first conducted through the 
seed testing and plant diseases division, where 
the work in progress was fully explained by 
Professor S. P. Mercer, who is head of this 
division, and hig assistant, Mr. A. FP. Maskett. 
The various methods of germination were 
f demonstrated, and in the plant disease 
laboratory the results of scientific investi- 
gation proved a source of valuable informa- 
tron 
Professor G. Scott Robertson, D.Sc.,’ Dean 
of the Faculty of Agriculture, described the 
activities pursued in the chemical and anima! 
nutrition divisions. In the course of a brief 
address at the close of the inspection, he 
Hás dwelt on the research and experimental work 
| ascáná coil and the go “w arising therefroin, 

_ on ae nutrition. He also pointed 
that the Ministry was responsi 
whole of the milk-testing ans 
onnection with the various cow resting 
associations. 

The Faculty, he also said, was carrying on 
at the present time three investigations in 
regard to cropping, soil and manures. They 
were looking for a cheaper source of yhos- 
phatic fertiliser, and were experimenting 
ground rock or mineral phosphates. The 
results up to tHe moment showed that so far 
as grass land and turnip crops were 
the ground rock tes would function 
just as well as any other kind of fertiliser, 
and in addition it had te advantage of Lein 
cheaper. Concerning the ‘eeding cf a:imals 
he said that they had experimented «n silage 
with a view to obtaining to what extent it 
could replace roots. Briefly they found that 
if the farmer grew a i i c he 
would reap a benefit in various directions, 
and although the crop might not be so heavy 
in yield it had-a much greater feeding value.

LOST GAS. 


AN ECHO OF 1922. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 

The hearing of the application by the 
Alliance and Dublin Gas Consumers’ Com- 

ny for compensation in respect of the Joss 
of 17,712,576 cubic feet of gas following -the 
breakage of mains at the Four Courts and in 
Sackville street during the disturbances” of 
June and July, 1922, was continued yesterday. 
The claim was for £5,290 11s. “for the loss of 
gas and £23 14s. 11d. for gas consumed by the 
Republicans while in the, occupation of the 
Four Courts, £288 9s. 5d. for the destruction 
of meters, and £218 15s. 2d. for work and 
materials involved in carrying out the neces- 
Sary repairs ren ms on the breakages. 

Mr. Thomas artin, architect, giving 
evidence for respondents, “said that in his 
opinion there was no escape of gas to the 
extent claimed by the applicants. 

The Judge said that there must have been 
an escape of gas, but he could not rely on 
Pole’s formula, by which the amount of gas 
lost was arrived at.

The driver said that he 
had not seen the sheep on the road until he 
had run over a number oí them. He and 
another man had taken four dead sheep from 
under the lorry and placed them on the side 
of the road before the drover came up. Seven 
others were seriously injured, and four of 
them died subsequently. The drover told the

After some discussion it was arranged to 
take evidence with respect to the quantity of 
liquor® which had been stored in the cellar 
whed the licence had been surréndered by the 
plaintiffs in September, 1921, and which was

Tt was stated that stock in the cellar, 
which, with the bar, had been sealed up by 
the police, was value for £400, and it was 
sought to have the defendant debited for 
the loss, it being alleged that he had been 
selling drink during the interval between the 
closing up of the club and the re-opening 
of it, which was denied. Evidence aving 
been given by Francis Healy, John Guinan

(secretary), 

Mr. Justice Meredith held on the evidence 
that Francis Healy could not be debited with 
the loss, as the liquor stored in the cellar 
had passed out of -his control on 14th Sep- 
tember, 1921. His liability for it had not 
been proved. 

Mr. Maguire asked his lordship to adjourn 
this matter pending the award of the Circuit 
Judge in respéct of a claim for malicious 
destruction for £207 which had been made. 

Mr. Justize Meredith refused to do so, and 
adjourned the case generally till Saturday

LAND REGISTRATION. 


WESTERN APPEALS WITHDRAWN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE.) 
Under the Dail Eireann Courts (Winding 
Up) Acts, 1923-1925, the appeals against 
registration in Western land cases of Garvey 
y. Kilcroan Land Society and others and 
Hurley v. same were withdrawn, the plain- 
tiff being Patrick Garvey, of Ballyhard, 

Glenamaddy. 

In the first case it appeared Mr. Commis- 
sioner Maguidhir had given judgment in 
July, 1921, against the defendant society for 
£434 and £25 costs, which was affirmed on 
appeal by Mr. Commissioner O'Shiel and Mr. 
Commissioner Heavey in February, 1922, with 
costs to be taxed in the Land Settlement 
Commission Court. 

In the second case the same Commissioners 
had made orders for £500 damages and £25 
costs and taxed costs of appeal, credit being 

iven the society for £400 lodged in court 
« them and paid out to Mr. Hurley. All 
the orders had been registered by the plain- 
tiffs under the Acts. 

The transactions took place about Easter, 
1920, during the cattle-driving agitation 
around Creggs and Glenamaddy, Co. Galway. 

Mr. 8. G. Rutherford, solicitor for the 
defendants (town agent for Mr. Concannon, 
solicitor), said that he was instructed to with- 
draw the appeals. 

Mr. Justice Wylie dismissed the appeals, 
with costs.

FUNERAL OF CANON JOHN 
MURPHY. 


The funeral of the Very Rev. John Murphy, 
P.P., Ballynoe, whose death occurred In 
Dublin, took place yesterday, and was largely 
attended by clergymen from many parts of 
the County Cork and parishioners oí the 
deceased clergyman.

(From OUR CHURCH OF IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The summer schoo] which sae at Oxford 
on July 20 promises to excee all records in 
the size. of its membership.
